TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
DRONEIEED  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  layinj^^  before  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  of  the  Dronfield  Urban  District. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the 
District.— The  District  lies  to  the  South  of  Sheffield,  and  is 
wholly  surrounded  by  the  Chesterfield  Rural  Sanitary  District. 
It  has  an  area  of  1,046  acres,  none  of  which  is  covered  by  water. 
It  is  hilly  in  character,  the  soil  is  carboniferous,  and  the  chief 
industries  are  coal  mining,  iron  founding,  and  edge-tool  making. 

The  Population  of  the  district  at  the  census  of  1911  was 
3,943,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  944.  The  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1914  is  4,020,  and  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  983.  The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £12,765 
10s.,  and  the  assessable  value  is  £10,670  3s.  The  General  District 
Rate  was  3s.  8d.,  and  the  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  during  the 
year  was  £525  15s.  2d. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
112,  of  which  50  were  males  and  62  were  females.  Five  males  and 
three  females  were  illegitimate.  The  annual  rate  per  1,000  is 
25-3. 

Tne  Deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
60,  giving  a crude  death-rate  of  14  9 per  1,000.  There  were  eight 
transferable  deaths  viz.,  three  registered  in  the  district  of  non- 
residents, and  five  of  Dronfield  residents  in  institutions  outside  the 
district,  viz.,  three  in  the  Workhouse  Infirmary,  Chesterfield,  and 
two  in  Sheffield  hospitals,  thus  giving  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the 
district  62,  and  a corrected  death-rate  of  15-4. 

Infantile  Deaths  (Deaths  under  one  year). — There  were 
ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  including  two  who  were

illegitimate.  The  annual  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  was  89‘2. 
The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows  : Diphtheria,  1 ; Bronchitis, 
4;  Pneumonia,  1 ; Prematurity,  3 ; Marasmus,  1. 

The  number  of  deaths  above  ten  years  of  age  accruing  in  the 
following  occupations  were  as  follows:  Workers  in  metal,  6; 
conveyance  of  men,  goods,  messengers,  1 ; coal  miners,  4 ; mason, 
1 ; all  others,  7. 

Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District.  — The 

water  supply  of  the  whole  district  is  supplied  by  the  Chesterfield 
Eural  Sanitary  Authority’s  mains,  except  one  house,  which  is 
supplied  by  a surface  well.  The  water,  which  is  moorland  water, 
is  plumbo-solvent  in  character,  and  in  the  past  has  been  the  source 
of  much  lead  poisoning  in  the  district,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  Northern  Water  Board  having  put  down  percolating  and 
alkaline  filters  to  remove  all  peaty  and  acid  matters,  there  have 
been  no  cases  reported  during  the  year. 

Drainag^e  and  Sewerag^e. — The  outfall  works  are 
maintained  in  an  efficient  manner.  The  methods  of  disposal  are  by 
precipitation  and  percolating  filters.  During  the  present  year  larger 
sludge  banks  have  been  put  in  to  deal  with  the  extra  sludge  caused 
by  conversion  of  water  closets  ; and  a storm  overflow  is  in  course  of 
construction.  Out  of  983  houses  there  are  only  61  which  are  not  in 
the  drainage  area.  These  are  all  scattered  houses  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  district,  and  are  served  by  sumps,  which  are  regularly  cleaned 
out  by  the  servants  of  the  Council. 

Excrement  Disposa.1. — There  are  983  occupied  houses 
served  with  the  following  conveniences,  viz.,  609  privy  middens, 
361  water  closets,  and  13  slop  closets.  During  the  year  six  new 
houses  have  been  built,  five  of  which  have  been  supplied  with  water 
closets,  and  one  outside  the  drainage  area  with  pan  closet.  Thirty- 
two  privy  middens  and  one  slop  closet  have  been  converted  into 
water  closets.  There  were  notices  served  with  regard  to  22  privy 
middens,  the  works  of  which  have  been  delayed  in  consequence  of 
the  unsettled  state  of  the  finances  of  the  cottage  property  owners.  I 
expect  these  notices  will  be  complied  with  in  the  spring  of  1915. 

Sca.veng^ingf. — The  population  for  which  there  is  public 
scavenging  is  4,020.  The  whole  work  is  done  by  the  servants  of  the

District  Council  at  an  estimated  cost  of  3s.  2d.  per  house,  inclusive 
of  administrative  charges.  There  are  no  details  as  to  the  different 
charges  between  water  closets  and  privies.  The  middens  are 
emptied  regularly,  in  some  cases  every  week,  and  in  others  at  longer 
intervals,  according  to  circumstances.  The  work  is  done  in  the 
eai’ly  morning,  especially  in  the  main  thoroughfares. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  District— The 

number  of  visits  made  to  })remises  were  826.  The  defects  and 
nuisances  discovered  were  159,  for  which  154  informal  notices,  and 
49  statutory  notices  were  served  ; these  include  58  notices  for  con- 
version of  privies,  of  which  36  have  been  carried  out. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  are  controlled  by  Bye-laws  in 
force  in  the  District,  which  were  passed  in  August,  1907,  are  seven 
Slaughter  Houses.  Number  of  Occupations,  one,  viz..  Butcher. 

There  is  only  one  Ijodging  House  in  the  District  under  the 
Bye-laws  passed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  1893.  This 
house  has  been  inspected  four  times.  It  has  always  been  found  in 
a clean  condition. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  and 
Building’s. — The  school  and  conveniences  have  been  systemati- 
cally inspected  during  the  year,  and  the  attention  of  the  School 
Managers  was  called  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  latrine 
belonging  to  the  Infant  School.  The  matter,  I understand,  has 
been  deferred  owing  to  the  expected  alterations  of  the  School 
Buildings.  Practically  nothing  has  been  done,  and  it  still  remains 
in  a very  insanitary  condition. 

In  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease,  where  the  children  are 
attending  school,  the  head  teachers  are  notified,  and  the  children 
from  infected  houses  are  excluded  until  the  house  and  clothing  have 
been  finally  disinfected  by  your  Inspector,  and  all  danger  of  further 
infection  reduced  to  a minimum. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by  your 
Medical  Officer,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  Dr.  Barwise, 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  the  County  Education  Committee. 

Hitherto  only  the  entrants  and  those  leaving  school  have  been 
examined,  but  this  year  all  those  children  who  attained  the  age  of

12  years  were  examined,  and  special  cases  which  were  brought  to 
my  notice  by  the  teachers.  During  the  year  135  children  have  been 
examined.  The  School  Nurse  has  made  periodical  inspections  for 
verminous  conditions.  Twenty-three  specimens  of  hair  have  been 
sent  to  Derby  for  ringworm  ; thirteen  were  reported  positive  and  ten 
negative. 


Milk  Supply  . — There  are  nine  cowkeepers  on  the  register, 
owning  approximately  50  cows.  There  are  nine  cowhouses,  which 
have  been  inspected  16  times.  Three  notices  were  served  for 
nuisances,  and  all  have  been  abated.  The  cubic  air  spaces  for  each 
cow  in  the  cowhouses  is  from  500  to  800  cubic  feet. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  were  44.  One  notice  was  served  for 
nuisance  in  a slaughter-house,  which  has  been  remedied.  There 
are  no  special  arrangements  made  for  meat  inspection,  but  the 
slaughter-houses  are  visited  and  inspected  systematically,  and  have 
always  been  found  in  a sanitary  condition. 

House  and  Town  Planning*  Act.— Under  this  Act 
58  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year.  The  following 
defects  were  found  : — Paving  of  courtyards,  3 ; defective  spouts,  6 ; 
defective  doors,  windows,  and  floors,  12  ; defective  drains,  4 ; damp- 
ness, 5.  Sixteen  houses  have  been  remedied  upon  notice  being 
served  upon  owners,  and  two  have  been  repaired  voluntarily  upon 
the  defects  being  pointed  out  by  the  Inspector.  Six  new  houses 
have  been  erected  during  the  year  ; plans  have  been  passed  for  13 
more.  Fifteen  of  these  houses  will  be  let  at  a rental  of  4s.  6d.  to 
5s.  per  week.  At  the  present  time  there  are  very  few  unoccupied 
houses  in  the  District.  At  the  present  time  there  are  over  400 
contract  ticket  holders  living  at  Dronfield  that  travel  daily  to  their 
work.  The  Midland  Eailway  Co.  run  two  Paddy  Mails  daily  to 
take  men  as  far  as  Slapwell,  Bolsover,  Staveley,  and  Grassmoor 
Collieries. 

The  Building  Bye-laws  in  force  in  the  district  were  approved 
the  24th  day  of  Februar;y,  1909. 

Zymotic  Disea.ses. — One  hundred  and  thirty-two  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year,  viz.  : — Scarlet 
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fever,  79;  diphtheria,  37  ; erysipelas,  3;  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
10  ; other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  3. 


After  receiving  notification  of  any  infectious  disease,  the  house 
is  at  once  visited  by  your  Inspector,  and  enquiries  made,  and 
disinfectants  supplied  free  of  cost,  and  after  receiving  notice  from 
the  INIedical  Attendant  that  the  case  has  recovered  and  is  free  from 
further  infection,  the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  and  all  utensils  are 
thoroughly  stoved  with  Formalin  vapour,  and  full  instructions  given 
to  prevent  any  further  infection. 

Sca.rlet  Fever.  — Seventy-nine  cases  were  reported  during 
the  year.  Sixty-three  houses  were  infected.  The  disease  was 
more  or  less  prevalent  during  the  whole  year,  only  two  months, 
viz.: — April  and  July,  when  no  such  cases  were  notified. 
Sixty-three  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  tiie  remainder  being 
treated  at  home.  There  were  four  deaths,  three  being  under 
school  age.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  is  99  per  1,000. 

Diphth  eria..^ — Thirty-seven  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  one  case  l)eing  also  notified  as  scarlet  fever  the  following  week. 
Another  case  was  notified  fi'om  a house  which  had  been  infected  by 
scarlet  fever  three  months  previously.  Thirty-three  houses  were 
infected.  This  disease  is  not  admitted  into  Hospital  except  in 
severe  cases  were  tracheotomy  is  necessary.  Antitoxin  is  supplied 
free  of  cost  in  all  cases  on  application  of  the  Medical  Attendant. 
There  were  two  deaths,  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  49  per  1,000. 

Erysipela.S. — Three  cases  were  reported.  They  were  all 
adults  and  all  recovered. 

Phth  isis. — Ten  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Two 
cases  were  children  of  school  age.  Three  deaths  have  been 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  District,  one  which  occurred  at  the 
Chesterfield  Union  Hospital  not  having  been  notified  in  this  District. 
Another  case  which  was  never  notified,  on  which  an  inquest  was 
held,  is  returned  as  Tuberculosis  of  both  lungs,  predisposition  to 
this  disease  being  the  result  of  accident  in  June,  1912.  The  other 
case  was  notified  in  1913. 
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On  receiving  a notification  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  at  once 
informed,  who  visits  the  house,  and  advises  the  patient  as  to 
general  hygiene,  and  systematic  inspections  are  made.  One  case 
was  removed  to  Brompton  Hospital.  The  other  cases  are  attending 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Chesterfield.  The  annual  death 
rate  is  -74  per  1 ,000. 

Other  Forms  of  Tubercular  Disease. — Three 
cases  were  notified,  viz.:— Two  of  tubercular  meningitis  and  one 
tubercular  disease  of  rib,  the  latter  patient  attending  the  Eoyal 
Hospital,  Sheffield.  The  death  rate  is  equal  to  -49  per  1,000. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  is  non-notifiable,  but 
there  was  one  death  in  an  infant  under  1 year,  which  is  equal  to  an 
annual  rate  of  -24  per  1,000. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — There  were  six  deaths  from 
bronchitis  and  four  from  pneumonia,  giving  an  annual  rate  of  2 4 
per  1,000. 

Diarrhoea.  — There  was  one  death  from  this  disease  in  an 
old  patient.  The  death  rate  is  equal  to  *24  per  1,000. 

Malignant  Diseases. — There  were  five  deaths  from 
cancer,  which  is  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  1’2  per  1,000.
